There are difficulties in the way of tracing bac«c this faxniiy to its English 
ti>in. Tradition lias to be largely relied upon, ana this, as presented by 
different brandies of the family, differs as to the first of the family that 
crossed the Atlantic, and as to the place of first settlement, one statement 
is that a Joseph How, belonged to a family of that na ;e long doniciled in the 
state of Massachusetts, enlisted and se ved a a soldire in the French and

original spelling of the name being How, afterwards Howe. How much of this 
statement is correct cannot be determined. The author has chosen to follow 
co.'ie 3 of the "Howe MSS," furnished him by Hon. J. Hoge Tyler, late Governor oi 
Virginia, who is a direct descendant to the Joseph Howe, a sketch of whose 
family here follows:

John Howa, a aon of tha firat Joseph and hit wiia Eleanor Dunbar liowa, waa an 
active business an, engaged 1* r^ely in tha ac^uiaitior. of wild land by survey 
and grant in th aarly yaara of tha aattlaaanta along tha tributariaa of Haw 
Alvar, ir. what la now Gilaa County, Virginia, and Mercer County, esc, Virginia, 
ha aaia aurvay and obtalnad a grant for a tract of four ..undred acraa of land 
aa Jruah Craaa, naar where th village of Princaton la now looatad. 

Major Danial howa, an off*car in our war for independence. waa oftan on datachad 
aarvica in aaarch of Tori a. Tha atory la told that ona John iaven, of Plun 
Creea, waa suspected of bain* a Tory, and that 4ejor Aowa waa sent on sort than 
aaa occasion to arraat ha van, but was unabla to do ao, and that finally a 
pretty olaoKe/ed daughter of Havan, wnoaa na .a waa ha.icy, cau^t tha ^ajor and 
mum nla wifa, as alraady stated.
